I am pleased to try to answer the questions raised in your 
letter of July 30, 1981. SCULP means Sculptor or Engraver. Thomas 
Sparrow was the engraver of the ornamental borders of the original 
1767 issue. Sparrow included in the border the initials of Jonas Green 
as printer. Jonas Green died before the 1770 issue was printed and his 
family put their names in set type on the back of the issue of 1770, 
but nevertheless continued to use the engraved borders on the face 
rather than have them reengraved. This is confirmed by the fact 
that the nature print on the back of the note contains on the right leaf 
the initials IG. This also was the re-use of the lead plate for the 
nature print which had previously been used for the 1767 issue. it is 
interesting that both the face and the back of the $6 note of 1770 and 
other similar notes contain on both front and back both the initials of 
Jonas Green though subsequent members of his family had printed the 
notes, 


I do not know whether the Norwebs gave their Ring Shilling to 
Smithsonian or not. I will try to find out. All I know is that mine 
is still on hand.
